RAILWAY COMPETITION, 

Speech by Frank Oliver, M. P., on 
the Kettle river railway bill, House 
of Commons, Monday, April 4th. 
From Hansard report : 


Mr. Oliver. I would like to relieve 
the minds of those members who seem 
to be so greatly concerned about the 
agricultural interests of Alberta, and 
tho Northwest Territories generally, 
in connection with this bill. If the 
great agricultural interests of the 
Northwest are likely to be sacrificed by 
the construction of a twopenny-half- 
penny-thirty-mile railway, I am going 
to range myself against that danger. 
While I believe in railway competi- 
tion, as does every person in the 
Northwest Territories, neither I nor 
they are so bigoted in our views, but 
that if railway competition meant 
injury to us in getting a good market 
for our agricultural supplies, we would 
be against competition. 

In this particular case I do not see 
that the building of this railroad will 
bring destruction upon the agricul- 
tural interests of the Northwest Ter- 
ritories,and particularly of that district 
of Alberta. On the contrary, it 
appears to me that the building of 
this trifling 30 miles of railroad will, 
to that extent, benefit the agricul- 
tural interests of the Territories by 
increasing the number of consumers 
who will buy their products; that is 
to say, the miners who will be employ- 
ed in the mines in the Boundary 
Creek country; which mines will be- 
come productive whenever that 30 
miles of road is built; which mines 
are not operated now, and probably 
will not be operated if it is not built. 

Hon. gentlemen who have argued 
against this road appear to think that 
if this 30 miles is built the whole of 
the agricultural products of the Unit- 
ed States are going to push into the 
Boundary Creek country, and that 
the agricultural products of the 
Northwest Territories are going to be 
kept out. Why? Hon. gentlemen 
have never told us why. Is it be- 
cause the Canadian Pacific railway, 
whose cause they are advocating so 
strongly here, would charge the people 
of the Northwest Territories a higher 
rate for freight to take food supplies 
into that country than Mr. Corbin 
would charge the people of the United 


States for taking their products in? 


If that is their position, I think they 
are putting up a very poor argument 
on behalf of the monopoly for the 
Canadian Pacific railway which they 
advocats. Ji Mr. Corbin carried ail 
the food supplies required in the 
Boundary Creek country for nothing, 


and the Canadian Pacific railway 
only charged us the rate that they 
do now to Hke points, we would still 
be in a pvsition to supply the food 


products <¢f the Boundary Creek 
country ; for the reason that the rate 
of freight at the present time from 
Edmonton—which is the principal 
sources of food supply for that coun- 
try—to Arrow lake points, is 30 cents 
per 100, and the duty on oats and 
flour, which are the principal food 
products imported into that country, 
is 30 cents per 100. Inasmuch as 
those products would have to pay as 
much duty as the Canadian Pacific 
railway now charge in freight, we 
would still be at no disadvantage as 
compared with the producers of the 
United States. That is a fact which 
does not seem to have come to the 
knowledge of hon. gentlemen who 
have seen such dire catastrophe 
threatening from the construction of 
this road. 

Hon. gentlemen have said that this 
road is going to carry the ores 
of Boundary Creek to the States to 
be smelted there, and that means the 
employment of American capital and 
American labor in smelting those ores. 
Let me put the matter this way: 
These ores will not be carried to the 
States to be smelted unless the cir- 
cumstances are such that they have 
to be carried there to be smelted. 
Then if they have to be carried there 
in order to be smelted, I say it is in 
the interests of the food producers of 
the Northwest Territories to have 
them carried there rather than that 
these mines should not be developed, 
aud that miners should not be em- 
ployed in producing that ere. Hon. 
gentlemen who are so much interested 
in the prosperity of the Canadian 
smelting industry seem to forget that 
in demanding that the Canadian 
smelting industry shall be made to 
pay at any cost, they are demanding 
that it be made to pay the expense of 
the mines; and if the ore is of low 
grade, there is a possibility that the 
mines cannot stand the 
will sot be worked.

ore to the United States smelters. 
Vice-President Shaugnessy, of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, recently 
stated to the railway committee that 
the silver ores of Sandon had to go to 
the United States smelters in order to 
be smelted economically, and that 
therefore his company carried those 
ores to the United States smelters in- 
stead of trying to build up a smelting 
industry in Canada. If it will pay 
to smelt Canadian ores in Canada 
they will be smelted in Canada. But 
if it will not pay to smelt in Canada, 
; Just as we prefer to see the Sandon 
ores go to the States to be smelted 
rather than have the mines lie idle; 
so the food producers of Alberta 
would prefer to have the ores of the 
boundary Creek country go to the 
States to be smelted rather than that 
those mines should not be worked if 
circumstances are such that the choice 
has to be made. 

In regard to the trade that is going 
te the States from the Kootenay coun- 
try: The distriet cf Alberta. as hon. 
gentlemen have themselves said, is in 
a position to supply the food products 
of the Kootenay country. Asa mat- 
ter of fact I beg to say that the dis- 
trict of Alberta does supply those 
to a very large extent. Three years 
ago the district of Alberta did not 
supply those food products; they 
came almost entirely from the United 
States. Now the largest proportion 
of both cattle, “oats and flour, come 
from Alberta and Manitoba. I ask 
hon. gentlemen if that is an indica- 
tion that Canada is losing trade in 
that country, although Mr. Corbin 
has his two roads in there. I say it 
isnot. It establishes beyond a ques- 
tion the fact which I stated, that 
Canada is in a position to hold the 
trade of that country in food products. 
What she wants now is the further 
development of the country in order 
to increase the market; and that 
development cannot be secured except 
by the very best and most improved 
railway facilities. That is acknow- 
ledged on all hands. 


As tothe money voted last year 
for the Crow’s Nest pass railway: 
We paid $3,500,000 to the Canadian 
Pacific railway to enable that railway 
to get into the Kootenay country and 
compete for the trade there. We are 
asked this year to burk legislation 
which would allow another company 
to enter that country to compete with 
the Canadian Pacific railway. It does 
not seem to me that because we paid 
$3,500,000 to the Canadian Pacific 
railway to put them in a position to 
compete for certain trade, we thereby 
bound ourselves to burk legislation 
that would enable another eompany 
to compete with them. It seems 
strange that this company, which 
came to parliament, last year, declar- 
ing that if they did not obtain $3,500,- 
000 from parliament the trade of 
that country would be lost to Canada, 
should, after getting the money on 
that understanding, now come for- 
ward and declare that the same trade 
will still be lost if we permit this 30 
miles of railway to be built. 

In regard to railway competition, I 
have heard some hon. members argue 
that competition on railways does not 
compete. What do wa expect in rail- 
way competition? Do we consider 
that, so long as two railways are run- 
ning alongside each other and are 
charging like rates, there is ne com- 
petition and no necessity for both 
roads? Let us apply this argument 
to other business interests. In the 
city of Ottawa there are mercantile 
establishments in which the same 
classes of goods are sold at practically 
the same prices.“ Do those hon. 
gentlemen hold that that competition 
‘does not compete? Although those 

cifferent mercantile establishment do 
sell goods from time to time at very 
much the same prices, we know there 
is competition, and keen competition, 
and it would bea bad thing if com- 
petition between mercantile establish 
ments here was destroyed. It is the 
same in respect to railways. If the 
railways should at the moment charge 
the same rates, it does not follow 
that we were not the better for hay- 
ing the competition, or that there is 
no competition. It is a notorious 
fact throughout Canada, that, when- 
ever there is a railway point that has 
competition, that point is thriving, 
and whenever there is a point that 
has not railway competition, no mat- 
ter how many railways it posseses, it 
is not thriving. Itis not very long 
since the manufacturing city of 
Hamilton, which had three or four 
lines of railway, they being all under 
Grand Trunk management, felt it 
necessary, in order to protect its 
business interests, to vete to the 
Canadian Pacific railway company a 
quarter of a million dollars in order 
to get railway competition; and the 
city has not regretted its bargain. In 
the case of the Northwest Territories, 
it costs as much for passengers and 
freight from Mentreal to Calgary, or 
Edmonton, practically, as it does to 
Vancouver. Why? The railway has 
to cross three ranges of mountains to 
reach the coast and is hundreds of 
miles longer, but the rates for pas- 
sengers and freight are cheaper. The

THE BUDGET SPEECH. 
Orrawa, April 7, *98. 

Hoa. Mr. Fielding delivered his 
speech on the budget of 98-2 on Fri- 
day afternoon and evening last. Ae 
, clear, plain and comprehensive 
statement well and carefully argued 
out, it left nothing te be desired ; and 
;n method and manner it was a very 
great advance on the usual oratory of 
the House of Commons. There was 
no waste of words, there were no 
partizan appeals or recriminations. It 
as 2 business matter dealt with by a 
business man in a business way for 
the information of the country at 
jarge, and not for the criticism of his 
opponents in the House. While there 
is bound to be differences of opinion 
as to the merits of the finance minis- 
ters case; there are no differences as 
to the excellence of its presentation. 
He set out with a statement as to the 
national revenues, expenditure and 
financial standing. For the current 
year the minister expects a surplus of 
revenue over current expenditure of 
$550,000, againt a deficit of $579,981 
in the year ending June 30th, ’97, 
and a defiicit of $330,551 for the 
year ending June 30th, 96, which 
was the last year of conservative rule. 
The estimated revenue for the current 
year is $39,300,000, and the estimat- 
ed expenditure $38,750,000 against 
$37,829,778 revenue, and $38,349,759 
expenditure in the year ending June 
30th, 97, amd $36,618,590 revenue, 
ang $36,949,142 expenditure in the 
year ending June 30th, °96.. The 
chief inereases of expenditure over 
last year are in respect of interest on 
the public debt, opening up of the 
Yukon district, extended immigration 
work, and extension of the Inier- 
colonial to Montreal. The cause of 
the larger expenditure ‘in 97 than in 
‘05 is said to have been the extraordin- 
ary economy shown by the conserva- 
tive government in their estimates as 
compared with their actual expend- 
itures and the further necessities of 
the country, in the last supply bill 
passed before the late general elec- 
tions. For the year beginning in 
July Ist next, the revenue is estimat- 
ed at $40,500,000, and the expend- 
iture without the supplementary esti- 
mates at $39,124,000. The increase 
over the expenditure for the current 
year is chiefly made up by $396,000 
for expenses in the Yukon and $660,- 
000 for the extension of the Inter- 
colonial irto Montreal. 

The minister next drew attention to 
the increased prosperity of thecountry 
as shown by ‘the banking trade and 
railway returns. The bank note cir 
culation in October last reached $66,- 
332,860 against $57,562,703 in 
the preceding year. Bank clear} 
ings in the five leading cities were 
$108,385,302 for February last against 
$74,612,551 for the preceding Feb- 
ruary. Canadian Pacific railway 
shares had advanced from 56} in 
December, 96, to 91} in January last. 
Grand Trunk had advanced from 394 
in ‘97 to 76} in January last. The 
import trade of Canada amounted to 
$119,218,600, a million and a quarter 
dollars in excess of «the previous year 
and over eight millions in excess of 
‘94.5, The export trade was the 
largest in the country’s history. The 
total was $137,950,253, 16 million 
dollars in excess of the previous year 
and 24 millions in excess of ‘94-5. 
From these trade returns he drew the 
conclusion that there was more money 
for Canada in the extension of her 
outside trade, than in merely ex- 
changing products within high tariff 
walls. 

Dealing with the new 25 per cent. 
loan of $10,000,000 he showed that 
at the price secured the net rate of 
interest was 22 per cent. against 35} 
for the lean of ’94. 

It is proposed to reduce the interest 
paid on deposits in the post office sav- 
ing’s bark to 24 per cent., that being 
about what the money required by the 
government costs at the rate of the 
new Joan with the charges of man- 
agement added. As to the plea that 
this reduction was an injury to the 
poorer classes who had their money 
in the savings banks, the minister 
replied that the taxpayer should not 
be asked to pay more interest than 
the money was worth to him ; that 
the comparatively high rate hitherto 
paid by the government had tended 
to unduly increase the cost of money 
to borrowers; that the rate had been 
so high that people of means had used 
the Dominion savings banks as an 
investmert ; and that in any case the 
necessities of the borrewer were 
greater than those of the tender and 
therefore as tending to the benefit of 
those whose need of money was great- 
est the rate of interest was reduced. 

Coming to the tariff question he 
said it had at first been alleged that 
the changes in the tariff would ruin 
the country. Finding that the coun- 
try had not been ruined it was now 
declared that there had been no 
change. He read a long list of 
articles upon which the duties had 

been materially reduced, chiefly under 
the preferential tariff. Some of the 
articles were: Colored cotton fabrics; 
30 to 26}; cotton clothing, 32 to 
261; linens, 25 to 224; dressed furs, 

15 to 111; leather manufactures, 174 

to 131; boots and shoes, 25 to 183; 

iron and steel manufactures, 32} to 

22}; iron in pigs, $4 a ten te $1.87}; 

iion machinery, 27% to 224; stones, 

27} to 182 cut nails, 3-4c pound to 

3-8 ¢ a pound ; wire nails le to 9 20c 

per pound; hand tools, 35¢ to 22}c ; 
cast iron pipe, $10 a ton to $6; binder 
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twinw, 124 per cent. to free: 
Separators 273 per cent to egrets 
en manufactures, 5¢a pound and 25 
per cent, vo 26}. Very many import- 
ant reductions had also been made by 
the change frora specific to ad valorum 
duties. Speaking generally on the 
question of the permanency of the 
tariff he declared that while the 
change would not be made for changes 
sake, the face of the government was 
Set against protection. That as long 
as there were high duties there would 
be a demand for their reduction which 
the government would have to con- 
sider,and counselled the manufacturers 
to so shape their business by improv- 
ing their methods as to be in a posi- 
tion to meet competition under a still 
further reduced tariff. 

The principal change proposed in 
the tariff at this ssscion is om grading 
of the duty on sugar according to its 
sweetening value, :nstead of arbitrair- 
ly as at present, in favor of the higher 
grades There is also an increase in 
the duty on raw sugar coming from 
countries other than the West Indies, 
amounting on certain grades to 15c 
per hrndred pounds. A correspond- 
ing increase in the duty on refined 
sugar also occurs. This change is 
made chiefly for the purpose of pro- 
moting trade with the West Indies. 
Canada’s products of field, forest and 
mine have been crowded out of the 
West Indian market by those of the 
United States. And an effert is now 
made to secure that trade again for 
Canada by giving West India pro- 
ducts, of which sugar is the chief, the 
advantage of the British preferential 
tari of 25 per cent. In order to 
protect the revenue, of which the duty 
on sugar forms an important part, it 
was thought necessary to increase the 
duty on sugar coming from other 
countries, while that from the West 
Indies pays at a trifle less than the 
former rates. 


Regarding the preferential tariff of | 


last year the minister gave a lengthy 
and clear explanation. Preferential 
trade had been talked for a long time. 
But there were no results. Action 
not talk, was what was needed. Last 
year the government took action ; and 
the result was that the German and 

Belgian treaties, which had hitherto 

stood in the way of British preference, 

would be abrogated in August next. 

This left the way clear and now it was 

proposed that the preferential tariff 
should be extended specifically to 

Great Britain and the West Indies, 

and a'so to any other British colony 

which gave Canada equal favors. It 

would be strictly a British preferen- 

tial tariff.

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FROM THE ARCTIC TO 
EDMONTON. 


On Monliy night there anived in 
town from the Arctic Ocean a ship- 
wrecked sailer bearing the appropriate 
name of Walker The man whose 
full name is Chas. H. Walker, was 
boat header en the whaling steamer 
“Orca” owned Ly the Pacific Steam 
Whaling Co, of ‘San Francisco. His 
storv seems almost incredible, fcr that 
a man cou'd walk fzom Point Barrow, 
the most northerly point in Alaska, 
braving the*tig rs of an Arctic winter, 
to Edmonton, xn approximate distance 
of 3,300 mi'es is almost past belief, 
but Walker in himselfis very material 
evidence of its t1uthfulness. The tale 
he tells is: The: Orca, together with 
the Freem in, Jeannie, and Newport, t!e 
whaling fleet of the Pacific Steam 
Whaling Co., left San Francisco on the 
Ist of April 1897 for their annual 
whaling voyage.. They had fairly 
good luck until the 8th of September 
last when they, with the Belvidere and 
Fearless, two outside vessels, were 
nipped in tke ice off Cape Halkett. 
From there the fleet slowly worked 
through the ive floes to I’vint Tangent, 
and off Pont Tangent blasted out 
three miles of ice, using 1.000 pounds 
of gun powder, Jn a vain éttempt to 
gain the pen sea. Inthe jamb the 
O:ca lost ber rudder, but had it mend- 
ed at Cape Smith where they left sup- 
plies for Uie Jeannie and Newport 
which were 
east of Puint Darrow. After mending 
the rudder the vessel left Cape Smith 
with a fine lead, strikirg thin ice, from 
three to five inches thick, which they 
steamed through all night. They 
a:r.ved at S a* Horses at three in the 
moining and steamed by. Nine miles 
east of Puint Belcher they took the 
jamb, three miles from land. The ice 
carried away the vessei’s rudder azd 
crushed her timbers. At seven in the 
evening they abandoned her, this was 
on the 21-t of September, and took 
refuge en the Freeman,but at 10:30 she 
also took the jamb and was wrecked 


aud all tdands~ went on beard the 
Belvidere. This latter vessel was in 
comparatively clear weter and steamed 


through four inches of ice to Sea Horse 
j-lands, where she went into winter 
quarters.

WANTS A ROAD FROM ED. 
MONTON. 


The following extracts are from a 
letter of a New Brunswicker, now in 
Dawson, which appeared in the St. 
John, N. B. Sun: 


* * In the first place I suppose 
you will want to know about the 
road here. Well it was hard and the 
weather about as cold as it could be; 
it was a journey that would do up 
any man that was not accustomed to 
real hard work and intense cold, but 
I doubt if it is much colder than what 
I went through in the old days ina 
New Brunswick lumber camp and 
stream driving in spring. Food is al- 
most worth its weight in gold, but we 
have plenty. This city is a queer 
place, but I suppose it is a fair sam- 
ple of a mining camp. The majority 
of the people are from the States, and 
about the worst element in that coun- 
try, but they are frightened of the 
police. They talk about annexing the | 
district to Alaska, but if a policeman , 
comes in sight they quickly shut up. 
Every rum shop is a gambling hell, 
and there sre plenty of them open day 
and night, Sunday and week days, 
all doing a rushing business. The 
chances of success here are about the 
same as elsewhere; a man may stumbie 
into a fortune, but it is geverally 
a clear head and hard work wins. We 
have’ staked a claim which we believe 
will pay well when preperly worked. 

* * * This is no place for a 
man* who fears hardships and hard 
work, but for the right man it is a 
good field and might be made better 
by banishing the lawless American 
gang who fear neither God nor man, 
unless he be a policeman. We are 
badiy in need of a railway communi- 
cation, and the majority of Canadians 
favor a road from Edmonton or some- 
where there. There is talk of a road 
througk part of Canada and part of 
Alaska, but this is Canada and we 
don’t want to be under American con- 
troi in any way. *- *
